Yesterday 
morning symptoms developed which 
caused some anxiety to relatives and 
friends, but in the evening he was 
better and in good spirits. early this 
morning he again took a iurn for the 
worse and while the nurse was out 
of the room for some minutes, getting 
something she required, he passed 
away. Death was doubtless due to 
beart failure. Mr. Greenway cuught 
a cold while en route tc Ottawa and 
never got rid of it. He had not taken 
his place on the railway board, al- 
though he would have done so immed- 
iately on his arrival but that no office 
ig agen g had been provided for 
him,

He was born Marcly 25, 
1838 in Cornwall, Mngland. He came 
to Canada with his parents who set- 
tled in the township of Stephen, Hur- 
on county, Ontario, where he was 
educated in the public schools. He 
was reeve of the township ten years, 
He was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the representation of South Huron in 
the House of Commons in 1875, but 
was elected for South Huron at a bye 
election caused by the unseating of 
the sitting member. He was elected 
by acclamation and sat in the House 
from 1875 to 1878, when he declined 
re-nomination. He then came west 
to Manitoba in 1878, and began farm- 
ing. He was elected at the general 
election in 1879 to the legislature for 
Mountain, and was re-elected at each 
succeeding election. He became lead- 
er of the Opposition in the Assembly, 
in 1882, and Premier, in Jan.j 18383, 
and was Leader of the Government 
to anuary 1900. He was twice mar- 
ried, first to Mise Anne Hicks in Jan- 
uary 1860, who died in 1875; second 
to Miss Enima Essery in 1877. He 
was elected to House of Commons at 
Liscar general election in 1964, In 
religion he was a Methodist.

ened the earnestness of our foreign 
policy.” 
Favorite Paper Scores Him. 

Tagicse Runndschau, which is com- 
monly reported to be the Kaiser's 
lavorite newspaper, laments it bitter- 
lv, and with a pungent reference to 
the Kmperor’s theatrical policy, it 
declares this latest indiscretion a 
severe blow to Germany's interests, 
There is hardly a point in the 
whole range of the Kaiser's  astate- 
ment that escapes severe handling. 
His admission that he prepared the 
wat scheme against the Boers is de- 
nounced as a spectacle which cen- 
turies cannot erase. His reference 
to the future of the Pacitie Ocean is 
condemned 4s a menace to Japan. 
The censures are s0 general it is 
needless to particularize the damna- 
tory papers. 

Russia Alienated More Completely. 
St. Petersburg, October 30,-—Ex- 
cept perhaps in court circles, there 
is little pro-German feeling in Rus- 
sia, The Kaiser’s published inter- 
view threatens not only to alienate 
this, but it intensifies the antagonism. 
where it already exists, In some 
quarters the interview is compared 
to the blow of a petulant man who 
cannot keep his temper in a losing 
game. The Novoe Vremya_recom- 
mends that Europe take the Kaiser's 
words as a test, not only of the Ger- 
man respect of international obliga- 
tions in the past, but of every word 
Germany may éay or write in fu- 
ture.

Welch & Stewart. Mr. Fetler stated 
that the work was being pushed ahead 
rapidly until the cold weather came. 
Some of the contractors had finished 
their contracts while others had only 
a small portion to do. Then the frost 
and snow came and the work was 
stopped. 

Asked regarding the probable move 
of the contractors, Mr. Fetler stated, 
that they were all keeping their men 
in camp on the job in the hope of 
some more fine weather. 

“If the present could, snowy weath- 
er continues,” said he, ‘for four or 
five days, however, they will all quit 
work as it will be useless to keep the 
men longer. 

That will mean that the grade to 
the Pembina will not be completed 
this year. Give us one more week f 
fine weather though and the work will 
be completed. 

By completing the grading Mr. Fet- 
ler stated that he meant that portion 
of the work where the earth was 
scraped up to make the grade. The 
station work in the muskegs and the 
blasting thiough the sand stone along 
Lake Wabamum will Le continued 
throughout the winter.

Northern Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
fai tion in Annual Session at 
Strathcona, 


The annual convention of the teach. 
ers of what is Known as Northern Al 
berta, but which, as Dr. Tory, presi- 
dent of Alberta university, last night 
pointed out, would Se more correctly 
termed, Central Alberta, opened yes. 
terday morning at 9.30 in Grandin 
street school, Strathcona, with a fair 
attendance of teachers. As the exer. 
cises proceeded many additional teach- 
ers arrived and by evening there were 
over one hundred enrolled, 

In the absence of the prosident, R 
8. Jenkins, M.A., of Strathcona, and 
the first vice-president, Walter Scott, 
B.A., formerly of Edmonton, the chair 
was oceupied by the second vice-pre- 
sident, J, Rogers, of Vegreville, who 
will preside during all the sessions, 

The chairman’s address was the 
first item on the program and was a 
fitting opening to a convention which 
it is expected will be of great benefit 
to those in attendance. His subject 
was the self-sacrificing work of the 
teacher and the speaker pointed out

The period, in shor}, in 
which the pupil comes to his own 
with respect to knowing, feeling and 
an impulse to execution without direc- 
tion.

strong as my interest may be in the 
subject, IT am exceedingly anxious to 
leave place for a euitable message 
from our university president to the 
teaching body in this part of Alberta, 
I have to speak ‘briefly of two matters 
in relation te the subject of my talk. 
One of these i¢ the administration, the 
other is the scope of secondary school 
work. 

“On the side of administration T 
can see no advantage in a cleaving of 
administration in school matters in 
our towns and cities. While there is 
in my mind, as you already know, a 
plain necessity for such legislative 
changes as will give the secondary 
schools a, status and dignity apart 
from the secondary schools, [ believe 


that the total of school administra- 
tion in towns and cities should be 
kept intact though the size of the 


board might ‘be slightly increased. 
“On the side of courses, I believe 
there is need of expansion. The work 
of the secondary schools is at present 
lunited to two specifie functions. One 
of these is the non-professional train- 
ing of teachers; the other is the pre- 
paration of students for entrance to 
the university. Both of these are 
necessary and characteristic functions. 
There are at present two hundred un- 
qualified teachers in charge of echools 
in the province. Many drop out from 
year to year. Schools are increasing 
at the rate of over a hundred a year 
and if the attendance at the High 
schools were trebled we should not. 
perhaps, meet the demand with the 
native supply. The work of articulat- 
ing the elementary with the univers- 
ity education is no less important. It 
is a legitimate work for the state ta 
facilitate the entrance of young men 
into the professional life of the law- 
yer, doctov, clergyman or teacher, all 
of whom by service or leadership ren- 
der back their slight debt to the state. 
But, while the state in these cases 
has taken on the specific obligation of 
making the wide road and open door 
for these professions, hundreds of 
young men end women are paying 
good money to business 
prepare for entrance

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life, many are entering ind\strial tite f 
with no training at all and those 
young Women of what is wrongly re- 
zarded as of humbler taste who go 
into homemaking and home-keeping 
1ave no light shed on their way and 
eceive no direet aid to practical ef- 
iciency in that best work of all. The 
same may ‘be said of the matter of ag- 
icultural teaching in reiation to se- 
ual practice. If there is any argu- 
ment to be based upon the conditions 
ere set forth it is the argument in 
avor of technical branches in sec- 
mdary schoola—the argument that the 
tite shou'd deal with an equal hand 
to professional, commercial and indus- 
trial interests or to interests with 
1one of these specific names but in- 
erests connected with the best destin- 
ies of our race, the interest of the 
iome and of the family. It appears 
‘o me that the city high schools, like 
ill high schools, should meet the case 
m the side of the teacher and the 
vase of the matriculant, ‘but that in 
he larger cities the secondary schools 
should take a specialized and inten- 
sive development on the side of the 
nterests peculiar to the life of the 
rity, that is, on the commercial and 
ndustrial side and should use their 
iacilities and equipment in behalf of 
he young women who are going to 
be the homekeepers of their own city 
yr of other places. The commercial 
sourses should be in the hands of 
business specialists, not teachers of 
Latin. We make concession to the 
‘lerical influence and show our recog- 
sition of the good in antiquity by 
lassical courses and we concede the 
saven that learning is to a nation. 
\ man may be able to render the 
Lord’s prayer in Latin and in such 
variety of other languages in euch way 
hat only the Lord will understand it, 
but our respect for antiquity is not 
such that we can afford to keep on 
ing this indefinitely while neglect- 
ing to encourage the efficiency of the 
man who is bent on the service anc 
luty of the common day. We plead 
for a lending of modernity and an- 
tiquity. 
Teaching of Agriculture, 

“1 wish to speak for a moment on 
the teaching of agriculture es a see- 
ondary school subject. You will have 
»ybserved that in the discussion of the 
expansion of our secondary schoel 
work we have candidly and frankly 
spoken for the incorporation of techni- 
cal subjects with those which we 
might call more or less scholastic now 
on the course. You will have observ- 
ed too that this is not a plea for the 
establishment of technical schools 
properly so called. We are not yet 
ready for this species of service as a 
separate feature snd I judge it most 
important that th» impulse and impe- 
tus of the general body of secondary 
school work should give life and pulse 
to all of its extensions and ramifica- 
tions. You will bear in mind elso 
that in the case of the technical sub- 
jects already mentioned they have 
been held to pertain specially to sec- 
ondary systems in strong commercial 
and industrial communities, that is, 
the cities. In the case of agricultural 
teaching likewise. | believe it should 
be associated with the regular high 
school and also that it should have its 
characteristic environment. This will 
be the country town that has attained 
high school status, but whose inter- 
ests are essentially and characteristic- 
ally rural 

“IT believe there is a pressing neces- 
city ior the introduction of agricul- 
ture as a secondary school subject. 
We have a little agriculture on the 
high school course now but no one 
pretends to regard it as a technical 
subject. It is part of the teachers’ 
course and is intended simply as a 
basis of training for the teacher to 
aid him in dealing with the nature 
work and elementary agriculture in 
the public school. We have heard a 
good deal about the establishment cf 
an agriculture! college and I am in 
sympathy with its speedy establish- 
ment, but | regard it as important 
to have secondary courses in agricul- 
ture founded first or at least at the 
same time so that the work in agri- 
culture may hhave the semblance and 
character of a system. The founding 
of the special agricultural secondary 


courses would be creating a 
ency for the agricultural college and 
would constitute a justification for its 
founding. I believe that the college 
should be in the first stages a centre 
of scientific research and should be a 
department of the university and 
should profi¢ by the science of the un- 
iversity but the secondary  agricul- 
tural school should be a teaching 
proposition aided by liberal demons- 
tration work. Like commercial work 
the agriculture should be in the hands 
of an agricultural specialist. It will 
immediately occur to you that if the 
experimental farms at Lacombe and 
Lethbridge were provincial institu- 
tions that they might readily be util- 
ized for demonstration purposes and 
that it would be expedient to author- 
ize the establishment of agricultural 
courses at these or similar points, It 
must be understood that the establish- 
ment of secondary school agricultural 
teaching does not mean its establish- 
ment at every high school centre, It 
would be wise to have such establish- 
ments in good agricultural centres, 
but it must necessarily be the case 
that most pupils who attend must 
leave home in any case so that two or 
four centres in the beginning would 
be as good as and really better thar( 
a dozen as the fewer the centres the 
greater the

Dr. Tory Sneaks. 

Dr. H. M. Tory, president of Al- 
berta university, was the t speaker. 
He took for his subject: “Becondary 
Education.”” He expressed his pleas- 
"ure at meeting the teachers of the 
district. It was their duty, he said, to 
magnify their office Mhould =the 
teachers of the province go on strike 
the wheels of progress would cease to 
go around. In the province of Al- 
berta there was ‘less of begrudging 
meanness to the teacher than in any 
other province of the Dominion in 
which he had lived. 

The secondary schoo! antidated all 
other schools and was the school of the 
early part of the Christian era. The 
real cause of its rise was the need of 
men prepared to occupy the promin- 
ent placcs of the stete. Out of the 
secondary school of the old world grew 
the university of which it has since 
heen the great feeder. 

The secondary schools of the pres- 
ent day were the outgrowth of similar 


schools of the past. These schools in 
England, in Germany and in the Un- 
ited States were described and an elo- 
quent tribute was paid to the work of 
the secondary schools and to the uni- 
versity in their value to the country. 

Only 15 per cent. of the pupils of 
the secondary schoole enter the uni- 
versities,” The remainder go out into 
life with what they get there as their 
finishing education. The secondary 
schools should have as their aim the 
preparation of the pupil for the uni- 
versity, but as well for his duties of 
the ordinary walks of life. 

The speaker closed with a further 
reference in addition to that of the 
afternoon to the extension and special 
courses for the teachers. who might 
be able to attend in their spare time 
at the university. One of the aims of 
the university was to make a great 
teaching profession in the province 
and any demand in reason made by 
the teachers would be complied with 
by the university.

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PREHISTORIC RACE HELD SWAY. 
Prof. Montgomety, of Toronto, Found 
Evidences cf This Fact in His 
& Trip West. 


Toronte, Ont,., Oct. W—Pref. Nenry 
Vontgomery, of the University of Toron, 
o, has returned to the city from a 
three months’ exploration trip in the in- 
terests of the new university museum. 
During the trip Prof. Montgomery ex- 
plored sixteen prehistovic mounds, three 
nclosures of house sites and several long 
sarth embankments, principaliy in Mam- 
toba, That cremation of the dead has 
wen practised by the prehistoric people 
eas shown by the presence of many cre 
natory hearths deep dewn within some 
of these mounds. 

While most of the mounds are situ 
ited in high places, there is a series of 
wkout mounds upon isolated natural 
ills of unusual height in that otherwise 
evel country. These are from thirty to 
fty miles distant from each other, and 
heir ocenpants thus by signals, were 
spable of communicating speedily the 
ne with the other and holdis control 
f/ the entire region for hundreds cf 
niles. 

Pilet Mound in Southersn Manit 
ne of those hille cons'sting of shale 
nd glacial clay, and being upwards of 
hundred feet high On its summit is 
n artificial mound, which upon excava 
ion by Prof. Montgomery, was found to 
ontain burial pits, skeletons, weapons 
nd ornaments of considerable interest. 
‘eads made from twe species of marine 
hells, not cnly show intercour 
he south-eastern mound-building tribes 
f the States, but also piace these pecple 
ith those of North Dakota, both as to

the Saskatchewan river at The Pas 
Mission, which is distant in a straight 
line 480 miles from the Bay. The line 
to The Pas connects with the Prince 
line of the C. N. R. at Hudson Bay 
Junction and runs in a northeasterly 
direction for 90 miles before reaching 
the Saskatchewan, Over this line and 
through the surrounding country the 
writer recently made an excursion to 
see what was being “done towards 
reaching the Bay.

dian department and has been at Fort 
Pelly, Edmonton, Fort Qu’Appelle, 
Onion Lake, and also has acted as re- 


lief agent at Moose Mountain and 
Touchwod Hills. 

The Pas Indian Agency. 
comprises the reserve at the Pas, 


where there are 413 Indians on 7,610 
acres of land; Moose Lake reserve, 69 
miles northeast, where there are 115 
Indians; Chemamawin reserve, 70 
miles down the Saskatchewan at Ce- 
dar lake, where there are about 100 
Indians; Shoal Lake resexve, 90 miles 
west, where there are 76 Indians; Rud 
Earth reserve, 15 miles up the Carrot 
river from Shoal lake, where there are 
128 Indians, and the Cumberland band 
with 141 Indians. The. Indian ageney 
offices at The Pas are located right in 
the centre of the townsite, with the 
agent’s vesidence at one side and the 
agency doctor's residence at the other. 
Vormerly the day school for the In 
dians was, conducted in the office build 


ing, buf since the femoval of the In 
dians to the north side of the river 
the school is conducted over there. Di, 


Arthur La Rose is the medical officer 
attached to the ageney and has held 
office for the past six years. The only 
school at The Vas is that maintained 
by the Anglican mission, and which is 
attended by all the white children 
well as the Indians, Rev. M. B. Ea- 
wards is the rector in charge of the mis 
sion. His residence is on what is called 
“The Island,” and is considered one of 
the most.desirable sites on the tiyer, 
The church is one of the old style, and 
has been rebuilt and repaired several 
times. When the Franklin relief expe

THE TRAGK. 


ALFRED SHRUBBS’ RECORD. 

Alfred Shrubb, who is attracting so 
much attention in the athletic world 
at present, not only on account of his 
temarkable speed and endurance, but 
also because of his great desire to race 


Longboat has a long list of track 
triumphs to his credit. Schrubb is a 
member \of the South London Har- 


riers and is the one, four and ten mile 
champion of Great Britain. 

The Briton upset the world’s mark 
in both the two and turee miles, but 
at the’ férmer distance he particularly 
excelled. On May 90, at the Tford 
sports grounds, the Essex Beagles 
gave their twelfth annual athletic 
mect, and the programme contained a 
two-mile invitation flat handicap. 
Among the entries was Shrubb, oc- 
eupying the post of honor. The course 
is a grass one, but distance men and 
other es say they prefer it 
to cinders. Every precaution was tak- 
en to insure correctness in every de- 
tail connected with the competition, 
for Shrubb declared he was in prime 
condition, and would go for the re- 
cord, W. King, the club’s secre- 
tary, had the track-surveyed and four 
expert timers were invited. A field 
of nine besides Shrubb himself turned 
out on the track, with handicaps rang- 
ing from 140 to 200 yards. Shrubb got 
away with the pistol and began at a 
great pace, getting over the first quar- 
ter in 569 seconds. His time at the 
half was 2 minutes 6 seconds, and he 
was gaining on the limit men at every 
stride. Shrubb reached the _ three- 
quarters in 3 minutes 16 1-2 seconds, 
and the mile was reeled off in 4 min- 
utes 26 4-5 seconds, and then the 
South Londoner was leading. 


INSIDE OF WORTKD’S RECORD. 


Frem there on he had to cut cut his 
own pace, but he kept going and 
reached the mile and three-quarters 
in 8 minutes 4 3-5 seconds, where it 
was seen that he was 3 3-5 seconds 
inside the old world’s record, by W. 
G. George. There was great excite- 
ment among the spectators, who en- 
couraged the runner at every stride, 
and he kept gamely on, covering the 
last quarter in 1 minute 6 1-5 seconds. 
Thus Whe time for the entire distance 
was 9 minutes 11 seconds, knocking 
all records, amateur and professional, 
sky high. It was the greatest piece] / 
of distance running seen since August 
1, 1863, when at Manchester, England, 
Bill Lang, the professional, ran the 
two miles in 9 minutes 11 1-2 seconds; 
and it completely dwarfed the ama- 
teur records, which was 9 minutes i7 
1-5 seconds, by W. G. George, at Stam- 
ford ‘Bridge, London, on April 26, 

1884. 

On May 23, when he was about 
‘rounding into shape, Shrubb set ap 
new figures for the three miles at 
Stamford Bridge. His time was 14 
minutes 17 3-5 seconds, against the 
old record of 14 minutes 24 seconds, 
by Sidney Thomas on June 38, 1894. 
The American record is 14 minutes 39 
seconds, by the late W. D. Day at 
Bergen Point, May 30, 1890.

TO ADJUST COAL RATES. 


W. B. Lanigan, of Winnipeg, gen- 
eral {freight agent of the western di- 
vision of the C. P. R., and Geo. H. 
Shaw, traffic manager of the western 
division of the same line, are in the 
city today looking into matters af- 
fecting the freight traffic on the C. 
P. R. from Edmonton. This afternoon 
they will meet a number of local men 
in the board of trade offices and dis- 
cuss with them the question of the ad- 
justment of the freight rates on coal 
shipped out of Edmonton Complaints 
have been made by coal shippers that 
the rates on coal shipped out of Ed- 
monton are too high. An effort will 
be made to have the matter satisfac 
torily adjusted without carrying it 
before the board of railway commis- 
sioners. The C. P. R. officials report 
business as being very satisfactory. 
Grain, coal and live stock is moving 
briskly and there are also large 
quantities of manufactured goods be- 
ing shipped west. So far the company 
has had little difficulty in handling 
the immense fall traffic and very few 
cases of delay or shortage of care have 
been reported, 


A TEACHER'S HEROISM. 


Bay City, Mich., October 20,--- 
Among the most thrilling experiences 
of survivors of the Presque Isle 
county forest fires was that of Miss 
Grace Barber, a school teacher, nine- 
teen years old, whose school in Kra- 
kaw township was in session when 
the flames swent down upon the 
building.

Pupils in a double row, the largest at 
the head, and ordered them to remain 
in close order and not to break the 
line, She then directed the leaders 
to hea for a ploughed ficld nearby, 
and the column started on a run, Miss 
Barber bringing up the rear to pre- 
vent straggling, Burning embers 
fell thick, but teh teacher kept the 
children crowded close together, and 
every ember was extinguished the in- 
stant it fell upon any child’s clothing, 

he fire ‘burned steadily for some 
time as the blaze in the tops of the 
trees ato its way down. During the 
night two bears made their appear-

Miss Barber kept her charges in the 
field all Thursday night, and in the 
morning sent them home in groups, 
Piloting the smaller ones herself.

AN ATTRACTIVE SCENE. 


The handling of the immense volumes 
of wheat that every fall pour out of the 
Canadian Northwest to supply the mar- 
kets of the world is a constant source of 
surprise particularly to residents of the 
Old Country, The Canadian Emigration 
Department in London, Eng., have real 
ized this and have arranged a unique 
display in their offices in London which 
is described in a recent issue of the 
magazine “Canada” as follows; 

“In the window of the Canadian Emi- 
gration Department in Charing Cross- 
which, on account of the attractiveness 
and originality of its dressing, has come 
to be regarded by Londoners as one of 
the sights of the Metropolis—there is 
now on exhibition a most interesting and 
topical scene of Canadian life. This is a 
representation of one of the huge wheat 
elevators pouring the grain through its 
“shoots” into the hold of a lake steamer 
at the rate of 50,000 bushels an hour, The 
scene Is an exact reproduction of the 
work now going on day and night at 
Port Arthur and Fort William. The 
huge size of the elevators at the latter 
place may be gauged from the fact that 
the elevators there have a total capacity 
of 23,000,000 bushels of yrain, the smallest 
holding 2,000,000 bushels and the largest 
7.500.000 bushels. At night the scene is 
illuminated, and thereby gains an effect 
which attracts much attention. A large 
crowd of interested sightseers is con- 
tinnously seen around the window, and 
expressions cf sdimivation and surprise 
are frequent,”
